KEEPING IN LINE. 


The Locked Out Homestead Men Closing 
Up Their Ranks. 


STRONG EFFORTS TO PREVENT THE RE- 
TURN OF OLD EMPLOYES. 


Supt. Potter Claims That Many Are Going 
Back to the Mill—Reported Outbreak of 
Emall-Pox—Bail Granted Bauer and 
Knolad—Frick to Be Arrested—O’Don- 
nell at Bethlehem. 


HOMESTEAD, Pa., Aug. 2.—‘*‘The mechanics 
must be kept in line at all hazards.’’ That is 
the command sent out last night by the lead- 
ers in this remarkable struggle, and as a re- 
sult there ts lively hustling on the part of the 
leaders. here to back up the weak- 
ening strikers of the mechanical depart- 
ments and allay discouragement. It is to 
this end that a meeting has been 
called for the afternoon, at which the leaders 
ot the Amalgamated Iron and Steel Workers 
will hold out promises to those who Gre 
faithful to the tonnage men. The Amalga- 
mated Association yet contends confidently 
that unless there are breaks in their own 
ranks in Homestead the firm can never ind 
men who can operate the machinery. 

Manager Potter’s report this morning of 
his acquisitions of men is a very rosy one for 
the firm. Hesaid: ‘‘We received this morn- 
ing 199 menfrom Baltimore and Philadel- 
phia, and thirty-two from Cincinnati. Of 
the former a number of guaranteed steel 
workmen from Sparrow’s Point and Coates & 
Co.’s mill. They are prepared to operate 
machinery at once, and have come to stay. 
In addition, seven of our old men applied for 
their positions, and were accommodated.’’ 

As Mr. Potter was speaking two men were 
shown in. They were old employes and 
worked at the cupola as tenders. . They ap- 
plied for their old positions, and after assur- 
ing the management that they took no part 
in the riots, were turned over to a foreman, 
who took them into the mili. 

‘‘This morning we refused several applica- 
tions,’’ said Supt Potter. ‘*‘The men had 
proven too turbulent before,and we took 
this opportunity of dispensing with their 
services forever.’’ 

Reports have been circulated that out of 
sympathy for locked’ out men the trainmen 
would refuse to haul freight of any kind into 
the yards. 

This morning the rumors were proven un- 
true by the arrival of several carloads of lum- 
ber which were switched intothe yard. 

A committee at Munhall remonstrated and 
endeavored to dissuade the engineer. He re- 


plied that while the trainmen were in sym- 


pathy with the men that they could not 
jeopardize their positions andalso render 
the company lIiabie to damages under the 
common carrier act. This wasa disappeolut- 
ment to the men, but they accepted the situ- 
ation and did not attempttointerfere with 
the trainmen. The Sheridan Troop and part 
of Battery B was ordered home this morning. 
Three regiments still remain. 

Joseph Driver of Mitchell street, Manayunk, 
Philadelphia, with three companions, who 
arrived at Homestead mill last Saturday, left 
last evening. Driver declares his reason for 
going was because he knew there were two 
cases of smallpox among the non-unionists 
in the mill. Inthisstatement his companions 
bore him out. 

Supt. Potter denies the story. He says 
there isa physician constantly in the mill 
and there is sickness of no kind among the 
wen. Hethinksthe smallpox story started 
with two workmen whom ne overheard say- 
ing that two men had died of small-pox and 
that Potter had buried them in the mill 
Sone O”’ DONNELL AT BETHLEHEM.

Rrennan, for the Amalgamated Association, 
this morning presented to Judge Ewing the 
petition he had prepared for the appoint- 
ment ofavoluntary trade tribunal for the 
settlement of the Homestead strike. 

The petition reads: 

Whereas, A serious dispute exists at Homestead 


between the Carnegie Steel Co., Limited, and their 
employes, in which force has been resorted to and 


the peace and good order of the community violated | 


and is still further threatened, therefore, the sub- 
scribers hereto, citizens of the sald Allegheny 
County, and of the said judicial district and the 
United States, being employes, and with the qualifi- 
eations required by the act known as the voluntary 
trade tribunal act of 1883 for the settlement of dis- 
putes in the steel trade, pray that a license shall 
issue for the creation of such tribunal, conditioned 
uponthe aasent and agreement of the necessary 
number in wrjting of employes as required by the 
gaid act. And they will ever pray.

Gen. John C. Black Sounds the Key 
Note at Bloomington. 


PROTECTION FALLACIES LAID BARE IN 
A MASTERLY ADDRESS. 


Sensation Created Among Arkansas Poli- 
ticians by Whipple’s Letter to Hall— 
Powell Clayton’s Hand Seen in the 
Affair—Veteran Soldiers Bolting 
Fifer—Campaign Notes. 


BLOOMINGTON, Ill., Aug. 2.—There was a 
touch of chilliness in the night wind biowing 
through the tent at Midway Park last even- 
ing, but in spite of slight discomfort an 
audience of 1,000 listened foran hour to the 
words of Gen. John C, Black. Itwas Demo- 
cratic Day at the Bloomington Chautauqua, 
and the first elaborate exposition of the Chi- 
cago platform in this city was 
made by that always earnest and 
eloquent veteran and now candi. 
date for Congtessman-at-Large. Gen, 
Black, accompanied by Hon. A. E. Stevenson 
and Hon. James §&. Ewing, was escorted to 
the Chautauqua grounds by the Altgeld 
Guards asa body and by numerous citizens 
in carriages. Seated on the platform with 
bim were a number of prominent representa- 
tives of the local Democracy. 

Heing introduced by Hon. A. E. Stevenson, 
Gen, Black at once went atthe heart of his 
subject, speaking in substance as follows: 

**Protection does not protect. Itdoes not 
protect .the lawyer, the preacher, black- 
smith, butcher, farmer, stock raiser, the 
marines on the sea orthe tax-payer; not the 
haggard women and children toiling in the 
sweat shops, nor the men laboringin the 
mills. It is no guarantee of business pros- 
perity, as witness the awful panic in 1873 
when protection was in its full power. 

‘*The three sources of national prosperity 
are the trinity of agriculture, manufactories 
and commerce. The Democratic doctrine is 
to treat each of these with exact fairness; 
that no tax should be laid upon the masses 
for the benefit of the favored few. The car- 
dinal divisions of this theory are, (1) that all 
taxation should be equally distributed, no 
class to escape orto be overtaxed; (2) that 
the needs of the Government are the only ex- 
cuse for any taxation; and (3) that nothing 
can justify the taking of property from one 
man or class and bestowing it upon another, 
Summing all these into one we have the great 
Democratic doctrine—a tariff for revenue 
only. [Applause. ] 

**All we want this yearis truth; we earn- 
estly and sincerely ask what is best for the 
people. In this campaign the opposing doc- 
trines of protection and tariff for revenue 


are plainly outlined, And here jet it be gaid 
that protection is a new creed evenin the 
KepubDlican party. Ichallenge your memory 
ifit be not true that Republican Senators 
were only afew years ago thrown out for 
just such things as are now boldly advo- 
cated, The fruits of any system are its best 
test. Protection has been operative thirty 
years, anc unless it is claimed that it has 
grown the big harvests its operations cannot 
be said to be satisfactory. ‘rue, it has lifted 
here and there one man in ten thousand and 
made him a miulti-millionalre. These can 
say: ‘Weare protection’s offspring; it does 
protect us,’ ut such a system is fatal to 
true democracy ; to true republicanism. 

**The Democratic party promises a reform 
ofthe system this year. It belleves that in 
so doing it is fighting the battle of humanity 
and liberty. The Democratic policy of shav- 
ing down tariffs does not logically mean free 
trade, although such a statement is often 
made. It doesmean thatin the levying of: 
tariffs the ones to be considered are the com- 
mon American people. Here, then, stand 
the two methods of raising tariffs—protec'tion 
being the main consideration in the Repub- 
lican theory, with revenue as the incident; 
while according to Democracy revenue only 
is sought and protection being only inci- 
Genial. What man of conscience and princi- 
ple shall say the Democratic is not right?’’ 

Gen. Black compared the Minneapolis con- 
vention, in whichthe shibboleth of official- 
ism was the ruling spirit, with the workings 
of the Chicago gathering, which was the un- 
bridled expression of the free people. 


ARKANSAS POLITICS. 


SENSATION CREATED BY WHIPPLE’S LETTER 
TO HALL. 

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Aug. 2.—Thne guberna- 
torial canvass in this State is growing ex- 
ceedingly warm. The fight has been made in 
North Arkansas and has resulted in a 
triumph for Fishback, the Democratic nomi- 
nee for Governor. Whipple, the candidate 
on the Republican ticket who wrote the 
letter toJ. T. Hallat Salem, giving as an ex- 
cuse for not making a speech in Fulton 
County that ‘‘Carnahan, the People’s party 
candidate, would meet Fishback at Salem 


and furnish material aid, indirectly, to the 
Republicans,’’ has 
far as North Arkansas is concerned. - The 


mountaineers of that sectionof the State 
are either Republicans or Democrats. When 
athird party movement mantfests itselfin 
that section the Republicans invariably vote 
with the Democrats on 4ocal issues. Ina 
presidentai contest they vote the Republican 
ticket.Col, Whipple, in a speech delivered at 
Newport, Saturday night, acknowledged 
that he wrote theletter to Hall. °*‘I wrote 
the letter,’’ he said, ‘‘and thought at the 
time it was written to a friend. It was not 
intended for publication.’’ 
Ex-Congressman John H. Rogers delivered 
an address ata People’s party barbecue in 
Ciark County on Saturday, andthe reading 
of Whipple’s letter created quite a 
sensation which resuitedin the return 
to democracy ofa great number of farmers 
who have been advocating the tnird party 
craze. Since the publication of the Salem 
letter Whipple bas decided not to speak in 
any of the counties except those constituting 
the black belt, where the negroes are in the 
majority. It is generally conceded here that 
Powell Clayton is well satisfied with the 
blunder made by Whipple in writing the let- 
ter to Hall. hipple was the prosecutin 
attorney for the United States District Cour 
here in 1878, and was instrumental in secur- 
ing his indictment by the Grand-jury for 
certifying to false election returns in 
the  Gongressional race between Ed- 
wards and Boles. Clayton has never for- 
otten this. Whipple, in case that Harrison 
should be elected, would apply for the attor- 
neyship of this district, the place now held 
Jnd C. C. Waters. If he receives a 
small vote for Governor in September Clay- 
ton will refuse to recommend him for the po- 
sition onthe ground of his*unpopularity in 
hig own party. He is a bosom friend of Wat- 
ers, whose friendship the latter understands 
how toretain, At every Republican State 
convention Waters makes it a point to secure 
aseat as a delegate. He is piaced on the 
committee on resolutions and platform, and 
never falis to carry out the wishes of the 
boss, vere inserting a few lines of taffy in 
the inte of Clayton. The latter is getting 
ust old enough to appreciate favors of this 
ind, and no pressure can be brought to bear 
against him to make bim forget the clainis of

The Protection Doctrine Defended by 
Its High Priest, 


THOUSANDS GATHER AT BEATRICE TO 
HEAR THE GOVERNOR. 


Without Preliminaries He Plunged at 
Once Into the Main Question-—Fierce 
Arraignment of Democrats as Free 
Traders—Labor and Capital Received 
Attention—Silent on Homestead. 


BEATRICE, Neb., Aug. 2.—A larger crowd 
was never seen ata political gathe ring in 
this State than that assembled this a fter- 
noon to hear Gov. McKinley, He was 
listened to with deepest attention, and his 
remarks were frequently interrupted by ap- 
plause. : 

Gov. McKinley said, in the beginning, that 
the latest nationalj Democratic ? platform 
is a bolder recognition of free trade than any 
of its predecessors and went on to analyze it. 
The report as itcamefrom the committee, 
said he, declared that ‘‘when customs taxa- 
tion is levied upon articles of any kind of 
produce in this country, the difference be- 
tween the cost of labor here and labor abroad 
fully measures any possible benefits to 
labor. ’’ 

That was stricken out andthis difference 
tn favor of the American workingmen is no 
longer to be recognized by the Democratic 
part y in its arraignment of the tariff. Again 
the sentence, ‘*But in making reductions in 
taxes it is not proposed to injure any domes- 
tic industry,’’ was stricken outandin their 
revised edition they take no care of any do- 
mestic industry. 

Again the report declaresthat ‘‘From the 
foundation of this Government, taxes col- 
lected at the Custom-houses have been. the 
chief source of federal revenues; such they 
must continue to be,’”’ 

That is stricken out, which indicates most 
strongly that the new leaders of the Demo- 
cratic party propose to abandon their old 
policy of raising revehue from customs and 
rely solely upon @irect. taxation for the 
revenue needs of the Government.

Then they denounce Republican protection 
as fraud and robbery, and declare that Con- 
gress has no constitutional power to enforce 
and collect tariff duties protective in their 
nature.

FREE TRADE. 

Freetrade gives to the foreign producer 
equal privileges with us. Upon what princti- 
pie of fair play should he havethem? It in- 
vites the product of his cheaper labor to this 
market to destroy the domestic product rep- 
resenting the higher and better paid labor of 
ours. It destroys our factories or reduces 
our labor tothe levelof theirs. It increases 
foreign production, but diminishes home 
production. We cannot have free trade in 
this country without having free trade 
conditions. The Democratic platform 
demands it upon these conditions ana 
is bound to have it at any cost. The world 
knows what these conditions are. The farm- 
ers and workingmen of England know what 
they are. Thousands of men who have 
worked on both sides of the ocean and under 
both systems know these conditions. To in- 
troduce them here will bring widespread dis- 
content, revolutionize values. It will take 
trom the people who work for a living heart 
oe hope and home. lt will be self-destruc- 
tion. 

Mr. Cleveland joined the choir of calamity 
in his speech of acceptance. I fear he has not 
consuited the markets since 1899. He had in 
mind the campaign prices then prevailing, 
and seems not to have been advised of what 
has occurred since.

McKinley said: ‘‘Tried 
by any test, measured by any standard, we 
lead all the rest of the nations. Protection 
has vindicated itself. It has worked out its 
own demonstration and presents in the sight 
of the whole world its matchless trophies.

But none of the passengers or 


A BIG FOUR WRECK. 


Two Men Killed Outright and One 
Fatally Injured. 


TERRIBLE RAILWAY ACCIDENT IN THE 
EDWARDSVILLE SUBURBS, 


An Outgoing Train Dashed Into an Open 
Switch While Running at High &pesa— 
Inquiry on Foot to Fix the Responsi- 
bility—Names of the Victims—Rsticent 
Officials. 


ALTON, Dll., Aug. 2.—When the Cincinnati 
limited train, No, 12,onthe Big Four line 
dashed into an open switch at Edwardsville 
Crossing while running, full speed about 9:30 
last night, there was hardly an in- 
stant’s warning . given of the awful 
danger. Edward Hoffman, the engineer, 
had justtime to throw back the lever and 
put on the brakes when the monster engine, 
No. 179, ran headlonginto and through four 
freight cars and was piled onto the Chicago & 
Alton track in a shapeless heap. The body 
of the brave engineer and his fire- 
man, Wm, Barrett, were found five 
hours later locked in one another’s arms, 
scorched, burned and mangled beyond rec- 
ognition. The train was derailed except the 
last coach ana that it was not annihilated to- 
gether with its load of human lives is 
regarded by railroad menas almost @ mir- 
acle. A tramp who gave his name 
as Coswell was fatally injured, and was later 
brought tothis city and cared for by the 


employesin the mallor baggagecars were 
seriously hurt, Ali trains on 
roads were delayed until 
5 o’cloch this morning, 
wreckers succeededin clearing the tracks, 
The remains of the engineer and fireman, 
who perished so nobly at thelr post, were 
taken this morning to their homes at Mat- 
toon, no Ooroner’s inquest being 
Geemed necessary. Hoffman leaves a 
family of five children, Barrett was 
not married. The cause of the accident is 
attributed either to the criminal neglect of 
some employe or deliberate wreckage by un- 
Known parties. An attempt was made last 
winter to wreea the C, & A. train near Alton 
Junction by throwing a switch, but it proved 
unsuccessful, It is thought thatthere may 
be some connection between the two. A 
thorough investigation will be made. 

HSLD AN INQUEST. 

The Coroner, who was sentfor, found on 
his arrival that the bodies of the dead men 
had been taken to Alton, embalmed and pre- 
pared for removal to Mattoon. ‘The 
Coroner intercepted the party at 
Wann, hastily impaneled a jury 
to View the remains, which were 
then allowed to be taken by fmends, whilie 
coroner and jury repaired to the scene of the 
accident. Upto noon to-day a verdict had 
not been reached. The switch into which the 
ill-fated train ran was not only open 
butiocked. Anumberof empty cars on the 
siding were demolished, the engine damaged 
almost beyond recognition and turned over 
on its side, The engineer and fireman were 
founda in each others’ arms under the tender. 
‘lheir bodies were removed at 12:20 and the 
wreck was cleared by daylight. 

STARTLING REPORTS SENT HERR. 

The first reports sentto St. Louis last night 
had it that there were a number of passen- 
gers killed, The same ctory reached East St. 
Louls and Dr. Dwyer, the local surgeon of 
the road, started forthe wreck at onceona 
specialtrain. When he reached the scene he 
found that the only deaths recorded were 
those of the dgfigineer and freemen. The 
tramp, Coswell, was reported in a dying con- 
dition to-day. 

When the train left the main track and took 
the siding it was ranningat a rate of fully 
forty-five miles an hour, which made it im- 
possible for Engineer Hoffman to reverse in 
time to prevent the coliision. 

No additional information concerning the 
wreck could be gathered at the St. Louis 
offices of the Big Four, The officials said 
they had been advised of the wreck and that 
no lives were lost in addition to the engineer 
andfiremen. Athorough investigation ts to 
be made to ascertain how the switch hap- 
pened to be open. 


KILLED WITH A CLOD, 


ALITTLE GIRIL’S DEATH CAUSED BY CARELESS 
BOYS. 


MOBERLY, Mo., Aug. 2.—A fatal accident 
occurred here this afternoon. resulting in the 
aimost instant death of Sarah Lizzie Madden, 
aged 12 years, the daughter of John Madden, 
acoal miner of Ardmore, The littie girl was 
a visitor at the home of her sister, Mrs. Geo. 
Hilton, the wife ofa Wabash brakeman, The 
girl was playing in front of the Chris- 
tian Church. Two little boys, Victor Crow, 
son of Frank D, Crow of the Moberly flouring 
mills, and Johnny Martin, son of J. H. Mar- 
tin, were throwing clods at the passers-by. 
One from the hand of Victor Crow struck the 
girl in the face, while one thrown, it is sup- 
posed, by Johnny Martin, struck her inthe 
stomach. She uttered a sharp-cry, but was 
able to walk home, with the assistance 
ofa gentleman who was attracted to the 
spot. She went into convulsions and vomit- 
ing fits and, notwithstanding all was done 
that a physician could do, who was called 
immediately, she died in about twenty 
minutes after being hurt. 

The parents of all parties are well known 
and respected, andthe awful suddenness of 
the death of the little girl andthe extreme 
youth of the responsible parties has called 
forth general comment and regret. 


KILLED AND INJURED. 

SPRINGFIELD, O., Aug. 2.—While the debris 
of the freight wreck on the Big Four was 
burning at Cold Springs last evening there 
were 200 men working and lookingon. Fed 
by the naphtha the flames spread rapidly. 
They finally licked their way to @ naphtha 
tank, from whicha small stream of oll was 
spurting. Suddenly there was a terrific ex- 
plosion, the whole heavens were fora min- 
ute illuminated and the naphtha tank was in 
pieces. One end was carried up a distance 
of 100 feet and depositedon a Cliff 200 feet 
from the scene of the explosion. Another 
piece was sent flying eastward up the rail- 
road track. Four men are believed to be fa- 
tally burned. They are: John Haner, Ernest

THEY HAD DISCOVERED A WAY TO BEAT 
THE GAME 


—_—_—_—_—— 


They Had Beaten the Exchange Out of 
$1,500 Before the Managers Took «4 
Tumble—Detectives Baid to Be on the 
Track of the Slick Men—A Great 


Scheme. 


The principal part of the Public Stock Ex- 
change, which has proved sucha dangerous 
rival to the bucketshops, was closed this 
morning. The greater part of. the 
dealings have been in mining stocks, 
and it is on these that the remarkable fluctu- 
ations took place, as many of the stocks 
quoted appeared in no other market, and 
unpleasant comparisons of quotations were 
impossible. Whenthe usual habitues made 


thelrappearance to-day, they found that 
their favorite stocks would not be quoted. 
The reason given by the proprietors was that 
the bands of tape on which the quota- 
tions were received had not arrived 
from Chicago, and that therefore business 
would have to be suspended. Rumor on 
the street assigned different reasons. 
One stoty was that the key to the system by 
which the quotations were governed had been 
discovered, and that time would be required 
toalterit. Another wasthat so much pub- 
licity had been given tothe pecullar manner 
in which the busihess was conducted that 
those who had been relied upon for protec- 
tion had given notice that business must be 
stopped, Howeverthis may be, the mining 
stocks were not quoted today. 
ON TO THE GAME. 
The real reason for the closing down on the 
mining stock quotations to-day was learned 
lateron. itseems a gang was here from 
Chicago, working the mining quotations,they 
having through some means obtained the 
figures for each day’s range in fluctuations 
and having a moral certainty they called the 
top and bottom figures and pulled handsome 
profits out of the game, The quotations are 
made up in Ohicago each day, sent by 
express to the branches in &St. ulis and 
Kansas City, During severai days past the 
managers ofthe Pine Street Exchange saw 
that some one was Calling the turn right 
along, selling at the top and buyingat the 
bottom, and buying hot alone on one, but on 
allfive of the stocks. The parties working 
the scheme were seen tO run across the 
Street into the basement of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce bullding, pull 
out a card, examine it ciosely and 
then come back and make their play, show- 
ing plainly they had memorandums of the 
stock quotations. It did not take more than 
a day or so for the managers to see they were 
pelng worked, 
LosT $1,500. 


The story on the street is that the game lost 
some $30,000, but a party who is interested 
says the concern has only lost about $500 a 
day or probably $1,500 in all. Having 
made up thelr minds that outsiders had 
a sure thing on beating them, the managers 
determined to close down for a day or s0 to 
investigate and see where thetrouble was. 
The Chicago gangis said to be composed of 
several well known crooks and St. Louis 
detectives are now on their track,and will 
probabiy have them run in before night.

HEBREW REFORMERS, 


Froposed Radical Departure in Regard 
to a Church Rite. 

NEw YORK, Aug. 2.—The radical Geparture 
in regard to the Abrahamic rites made by the 
recent Central Conference of Hebrew Rabbis 
in this city has created a remarkable sensa- 
tion thronghout the world. The resolution 
of the Rabbis acceptingthe rite by prose- 
lytes to Hebrew religion to be optional has 
aroused widespread discussion and a@ move- 
ment is already on foot to express the senti- 
ments of the conservative elements ofthe 
religion in opposition to the ‘*‘reform’’ 
adopted by the Central Conference, 

There are those who pre@ctethat the out- 
come ofthe action on both sides will be to 
divide Judaism intotwo sects, the so-called 
orthodox body having already taken meas- 


ures to call a convention of rabbis to excom- 
municate those who are responsible for 
the change. 

The Hebrew newspapers throughout this 
country and evenin Europe have raised the 
cry of treason at the alleged desertion of the 
rite, particularly ehjoined upon Abraham 
and his descendants by God him- 
self. The action has ‘been condemned 
from many pulpits and the question what is 
to be done tn the emergency has troubled all 
of the so-calied orthodox Hebrews. The Jew- 
ish Times, @ weekly paper edited by Rey. Dr. 
Wechsler, after editorially condemning the 
abolition of the enforced acceptance of the 
historic Hebrew rite, has openly declared 
that the ‘‘reformers,’’ by their action, have 
torn themselves from Judaism and ought no 
longer be considered Hebrews. 

In the same issue a proclamation to ali 
orthodox rabbis in this country is pub- 
lished, requesting them to meet at some 
convenient place at a time to be selected and 
then and there to declare ali followers of the 
‘*reform’’ rabbis to bea sect outside of the 
Jewish Church. This proclamation published 
by Dr. Wechsler was speedily answered and 
within a few days itis announced a conven- 
tion will be held inthis city of all orthodox 
rabbis in America for the purpose of excom- 
municating the ‘‘reformers,’’ 


The Views of Rabbi E£pitz. 


Rabbi M. Spitz, editor and publisher of the 
Jewish Voice, who isa member of the Central 
Conference of American Rabbis and an op- 
ponent of the proposition to dispense 
with a certain church rite for con- 
verts, said some spicy things about 
the above telegram. ‘‘The Hebrews are not 
missionary people in the sense in which 


Christians are. They have no propoganda 
anddonot employ violent means to bring 
outsiders wit hin the fold. They believe that 
truth is truth, and it shall work its 
way asitisnow working itsway. They be- 
lieve that before the world comes to an end 
all people will be united inthe belief in one 
God. Whatever missionary work is done by 
themis done within. the fold where they 
think that there ts plenty of material. 

‘‘I myself am opposed tothe admission of 
non-Jews without the administration of the 
ancient rite of the faith. lf a stranger desires 
to partake of the privileges of Judaism, he 
should also accept its duties and sacrifices. 
But you can say for methatthe nolge made 
| by these rabbis in New York is silly. In the 
first place the question of proselytism with us 
isnot ripe for discussion because conver- 
sion to Judaism from. purely religious 
motives isa rarity. 

‘*‘] have been a rabbi twenty-two years, 
and in that time I have not had over six 
gentlemen tocome to meand ask admission 
to the faith, and during fourteen years that [ 
have been in St. Louis I have not bad overtwo 
cases. The Central Oonference of America 
rabbisisav advisory body, for wehave no 
legislative body. fhe eternal laws of God 
are ourrules of government. What if the 
conference does giant the privilege to con- 
verts to be circumcised 
action does not bind anyone. Each rabbi 
will act in fature as he has in the past, that 
is he will interpret the laws of Judah accord- 
ing to his own conscience and the traditional 
interpretation of them handed down from 
the beginning, and they will act accordingly.

One of the Great Events in the World’s 
History Celebrated in Spain. 


THE SAILING OF COLUMBUS FROM PALOS, 
| AUG. 3, 1492,

Reproduction of the Discoverer’s Fiag- 
Ship Santa Mdria—She Will Sail for 
America and Be a Feature of the Exhi- 
bition at the World’s Fair—To-Mor- 
row’s Celebration. 


HUELVA, Aug. 2-—The Spanish vesse% 


which gathered to take part in the celebra- 


tidn of the 400th anniversary of the setting off 
of Columbus on his voyage of discovery 
weighed anchor at 6 o’clock this morning 
and proceeded for Palos,the port from which 
Columbus departed on Aug. 8, 1492. The war 
ships of foreign nations which have been 
to represent their Governments 
in the celebration, followed the 
Spanish vessels. Upon’. the arrival 


of the fleets at Palos the Spanish 
minister of marine, who represents the 
Spanish Government and all of the Spanish 
and foreign delegates andthe officers of the 
ships forming the squadrons attended mass 
‘inthechurch in which Columbus received 
the communion before sailing thence on his 
voyage in three small vessels, the Santa 
Maria, Pinta and Nina. The vessel which 
was constructed exactly on the lines of the 
caraval Santa Maria, the largest of the 
three vessels on which the Columbus expedi- 
tion sailed, will complete her preparations at 
Palos and at daybreak to-morrow, Aug. 3; 
she will, should the wind be favorable, pass 
through lines formed by the various squad- 
rons outside the bar. 

The caraval will sail for Havana in Jan- 
vary, and it is expected will arrive in New 
York in March. She will make the voyage 
without any escort.

TEMPLARS’ CONCLAVE. 
Denver's Preparations to Entertain Her 
Masonic Guests. 


DENVER, Colo., Aug. 2.—Perhaps, the 
grandest features of the comming conclave 
of the Knights Templar which begins in this 
city next week will be the paradeand illu- 
mination.

accompanied by his suite of marine, landed 
at Huelva lastevening to take part in the 
Columbian celebration. He was received 
with military honors and the streets, which 
were gaily festooned, were filled with peo- 
ple. As the Columbus caraval Santa Maria, 
which had come from Cadiz, came to her 
moorings, salvos of artillery were fired by all 
foreign vesselsinthe harbor. The appear- 
ance of the Mexican corvette was the signal 
for one eheers for Columbus, Mexico and 
Spain. 

When it was finally determined by the 
people and the Government of the United 
Ssates to hold the World’s Fair or Columbian 
Exposition at ihe city of Obicago in 18983 a very’ 
natural thought was that every relic of 
Columbus that could be secured would be an 
interesting exhibit. In April, 1890, while the 
Special Committee onthe Fair had under con- 
sideration the original bill for the exposition, 
Mr. Willlam E. Curtis, Secretary of the 
Bureau of American Republics, made a 
recommendation to that committee that the 
ships comprising the squadron of Columbus 
be reproduced, Mr. Candler caused this plan 
to be submitted to Secretary Blaine, who 
warmly approved it officially in a communi- 
cation to the committee. 

Mr. Curtis suggested that the three cara- 
vels be accurately reconstructed and sent 
over the course that Columbus salled and 
that, after visiting the islands where Colum- 
bus touched, the vessels be taken to Chicago 
for exhibition. 

These recommendations were adopted by 
the National Commission, and when the Ex- 
position authorities gave Mr. Curtis charge 
of the historical collection for the fair he 
proceeded to carry out the plan. 

It was evident that no satisfactory replicas 
of the caravels could be built without long re- 
search and study in Spain. Even there the 
authorities were limited in number, deficient 
in precision and often not in accord with 
each other. To secure the co-operation of the 
Spanish government a special diplomatic 
agent was needed and it was decided to ap- 
point a naval attache tothe American lega- 
tion at Madrid. 

Mr. Curtis asked for the detail of Lieut. 
Wm, McCarty Little, United States Navy, for 
duty at our legation in Madrid, and the Navy 
Department complied with his request. 

By the exercise of infinite tactand by un- 
wavering, zealouseffort, Lieut. Little in- 
duced the Spanish Ministerof the Navy to 
appoint a commission of naval officers and 
archeologists to investigate the questions 
involved in reconstructing the tkree ships of 
Columbus, andthe commissioners went to 
work with enthusiasm, 


They found few authentic records that gave 
many useful facts, and—what was worse— 
what records they did find did not always 
agree. AS necessarily much was leftto be 
supplied by reason and imagination it was 
so00n evident that no two of the Commission- 
ers’ reasoning powers were beating up the 
same channel, while their imaginations were 
Steering all ’round the compass upon a high 
sea of theory, conjecture and hypothesis. 
When, finally, they seemedto have turned 
their prows nearly unanimously toward a 
common destination, there wasa change of 
cabinet ministers in Spain, and the new 
Minister of the Navy reconstsucted the 
Caravel Commission by appointing his own 
archewological friends thereto. 

Again Lieut. Little took up the broken 
threads of history, tradition and guesswork 
and sought to twist them into a towline 
strong enough to draw the commission to a 
common anchorage. It was a weary task, 
for every detail of build, rig, armament and 
equipment hadto be fought over until an 
agreement was reached. 
ct was not till very recently that the plans 
were completed to the satisfaction of all the 
people involved in the quest. 

The original expectation was that the 
8 ish Government would build all three of

The little ship is an exact replica of 
Columbus’ fiagship. It is an astonish- 
ing fact thatthe Santa Maria, the ijargest 
of the three ships of the discoverer, 
was but 63 feet long over all, 51 feet along the 
keel, 20 feet beam and 1042 feet inagepth. The 
Nina and the Pinta were open caravels, 
decked only at the extremities, where high 
prows and poops gave quarters for the crew 
and their officers. Columbus’ vessel was 
designated asa carrack, as it was larger 
than the others and was used for carrying 
ca of freight. It proved a dull sailer 
and was always behinu the Nina and the 
Pinta. {it was this fact that subsequently

Immigration in 1892. 
From the Philadeiphia Record. 

The total immigrationto the United States 
in the year ended Junsé 30, 13892, amounted to 
619,320 souls. Largeastis this foreign influx, 
it has been twice exceeded. In i88ithes num- 
ber of immigrants was 669,431, and In 1882 the 
figure rose to 788,992. But thereisa great 
difference in the character of the present 
and of former immigrations. 

Formerly most of the immigration to the 
United States was spontaneous; but now a 
large portion of itis imported by employers 
seeking cheap labor, or recruited by the 
agents of steamship companies competing 
forhuman freight. Until a comparatively 
recent period nearly the whole tide of immi- 
grants to the United States poured 
in from Great Britain and Ire- 
land, Germany, and Sweden and 
Norway: But now the conditions are greatly 
changed. Large as was the emigration from 
Germany last year, it was nearly equaled by 
the emigration from Russia and from Russian 
Poland, Austria-Hungary and Prussian 
Poland. While Germany in tie last twelve 
months contributed 198,623 to the population 
of ihe United States, tte contributions of 
Russia and Poland amounted to 117,419. The 
emigration from <Austris Hungary (except 
Poland) and from Italy greatly exceeded the 
emigration from Great Britain and Ireland, 
Austria-Hungary and Italy combined swelled 
the American population by the number of 
141,109, and the emigration from the United 
Kingdom amounted to oniy 117,068.

to-day. Chairman Salmon’s delay in ap- 
pointing his campaign committee caused 
most of the gossip, but the friends of Coh- 
gressman R. H. Notton and.Champ Clark 
kept up a@ busy électioneeritig and so did the 
committee sent to St. Louls by Hannibal ahd 
8 edalia to induce the committee to open the 
campaign in those towns. 

The first thing the committee did this 
morning was to callin Congressman Norton * 
and Col, Clafk and get from them a pledge 
that they would accept as final the decision 
of the committee in thelr dispute about the 
Ninth District nomination. Both gave it will- 
ingly. The committee then adjourned to 
this afternoon and the members went off to 
dinner in groups. 

NOT READY TO DECIDE. 

Chairman Maffitt said, ater the adjourn- 
ment: ‘*Both Mr, Clarkand Mr. Norton have 
placed the matter in our hands for decision, 
but Idoubtifwe are ready to pass on itat 
once, We have not sufficiently examined 
the evidence. Iam sure that lam not ready 
yet to vote, myself, on it. When we do de- 
cide the matter that will end it.’’ 

pages) ago Salmon was in frequent constlta- 
tion with Mr. Stone this morning about the 
Campaign Committee he is to dnnounce this 
afternoon.

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Mrs. Annie Singleton Plunges & Knife 
Into Her Husband’s Heart,

BLOODY CLIMAX TOA YOURG MARRIED 
COUPLE’s QUARHELS, 


The Unhappy Wife Claims That Her Hus- 
band Provoked Her to Murder by Slap- 
Ding Her in the Facs Withoat Ganuse— 
They Hed Been Only Five Months 
Married. 

After five short months of married itfe, 

Benj. Singleton, a young man of 2% g#ats of 

age, lies On acotatthé City Hospital witha 

gaping wound in his left breast just over the 
heart, and his young wife, Annie sitiglétoh, 
is incarcerated at the Third District sub-sta- 
tion, Jefferson avenue and Dayton street, 
charged with the crime of attempting to 
iiidfder hit, The deadly assauit took plate 

at their home, No. 2225 Carr street, about 7:30 

6’ cloék last night; just as the two wére éat- 

ing supper. 
The young wife claims that they were sit: 

ting at the table eating, when stddeniy, 
without any provocation on her paft, 
or any warning to her on his, he 
arose from his chair and leaning 
over the table struck her a stinging biow in 
the face with his closed fist, She grabbed the 
carving knife at her side and he ran into the 
adjoining bed-room. Following close behind 
him she raiséd the knife and as he turhed to 


|} defend himself she drove it ihtd his left 


breast alifost to the heart, and he sank with 
a shtiek of pain and agony to the floof. 

AS sooh As the woriah realized what she 
had done, she rushed to her front door and 
began screaming. A score of neighbors 
rushed to the scene and pushing past her 
went to the bed-room wherethey found the 
young husband lying on his back with both 
hands clasped over the wound in his side 
from which the blood was flowing freely. 
Officers McFarland, Kelleher and McDonnell 
arrived soon after and immediately placed 
Mrs. Singleton under arrest, The wounded 
man was conscious, but could only 
speak in gasps. An ambulance was rung for 
and he was at onee sent to the City Dis- 
pensary, where Dr. Nichols pronounced the 
wound fatal and had him conveyed to the 
Oe Seema. 

The trouble which led up to the assault 
dates back some three Weeks, ahd was the 
direct result of the young wife’s inordinate 
ealousy and alleged bad treatment on the 

usband’s part. 

The couple were married at Clayton, Mo., 
in February last and lived peacefully enough 
together untilthe early part of July, when 
seeming indifference on his part and the fire 
oF dea long? en hers urged her to accuse him 
of infidelity. A family row tollowed, in 
which vlows were struck, clothes torn and 
bad biood aroused which will probably result 


in a murder, 

rhe woman was seen this morning at the 
Third Sub-station in her cell by & Posrt- Dis- 
PATCH reporter, and when asked fora state- 
ment, said: : 

‘Oh! I hope he isn’t Killed, and I will have 
to be arrested’and tried for murder, lididn’t 
mean tocut him. lonly wauted to frighten 
him, but my temper got the best of me after 
be had struck m6, and I stuck him with the 
knife before I knew it,’’

‘*‘Wothingat all, We were not sayinga 
word at the time, and had not guarreled be 
foré that fora week. He just leaned over the

table and struck nie in the face with his fist. 
Then I followed him in the bedroom with the 
knife and cut him.’’ 


**But it is said you accused him of being in- 


timate with another woman?’’ 


‘*Yes, but that was three weeksago. He 


staid out all night, andas he used to go with 
a girl he paid attentions to before he married 


me, Il accused him of beihg out withher. He 
struck me then, and about one week ago he 
tore my waist ailto pleces. He was drinking 
then and threatenei to break up everything 
in the house, ahd l had to get my brother to 
come there and prevent him,’’ 
**tHad he been drinking last night?’’ 
‘*'No, he was perfectly sober. H6 hadn’t 
beet drinking fora week, ahd that’s why I 
thought it so strange he hitme. Iknowl 
ought not to have done it, but it was my 
temper at the time made me do it.’’ 
Whenh asked where he had struck her she 
said on the cheek, but there was no evidence 
of a cut or bruise of any kind to 
bear out the  gtatement. Her name 
was Annie Goff before slie was 
married and she lived with her mother at Fif- 
teenth streetand Franklinavenue. Sheis a 
little woman below the medium height, has 
Ught hair, a very prominent forehead and 
deeply sunk, plercing Dlue-gray eyss. Her 
eyelids were red from weeping and she told 
her story faiterinaly, as though dreading the 
consequences of her act. As the reporter left 
her sie burst outinto sobS andthe tears 
flowed freely. 

SINGLETON 8 STORY. 

The wounded husband Was seefi at hoon to- 
day at the City Hospital. He looked pale and 
emaciated from the great loss of blood he hag 
sustained, and whiie there is a ee of 
his recovery his wound is such that it may 
cause death at any time. 

Dr. Goldstein, who miade the examination 
of him after his arrival, states that he was 
stabbed just below thé heart, the knife pen- 
etrating between three and four inches, 
grazing the pericardium and reaching the 
outer membrane ihclosing the left lung. 
Coniplicatiotis arising from hemorrhage or 
inflammation may produce death. 

Singleton’s statement of the assault upon 
him differs very materially from that given 
by his wife. Hesaysthat they were at the 
supper table eating when liis wife accused 
hini of being untrue to her, He resented 
thig and after some hot words passing be- 
tween them, he got u and left 
tiie table. Ste followed him  calil- 
iig him vile names, When he turned 
around and slapped her in the face, 
grabbed a chair from the table and he re- 
treated to tlie bedroom and closeil the door. 
She spraug after him, shoved it open aad, 
before he could Jpceat it, he saw the knife 
flash and she had struck him a heavy blow. 
He fell ufcohscious and remembered noth- 
ing ore until he found himsels in the bed at 
he hospital this morning. 

That there may de some truth in the wife’s 
statements, An unknown et called at the 
City Hosp about 11 o’clock this morning 
and asked tosee Singleton. She refused to 

ive her name, but said she was an old 
friend and had known hiin before he Was 
married, Her request was refused. Singie- 
toh was in the employ of Phillip & Keily, 
electrical engineers and. cohtractors, who 
have an Office in the Odd Fellows’ buliding at 
Ninth and Olive streets.

The Arkansas system is imperfect, It has 
been organized only within the last few 
years, and the levees are far below the stand- 
ard in height and strength, and it was 
known that they would probably break 
if the ficods were at all dangerous. The 
Lake Pontchartrain District of  Louisi- 
ana, I think, has only recentiy had a 
systematic organization, and the leveés 
are very imperfect. The levee system is not 
eat fault. Since the State and Federal Govern- 
ments have been acting in unison in Missis- 
sippi, about ten years I think, 78 per cent of 
the expenses of the levees has been met by 
the local authorities and 22 per cent by the 
United States Government,’’ ‘‘It is a mis- 
take,’’ said Congressman Catchings, *‘to 
think thatthe people come as mendicants 
and ask the Government to 4o all the work 
of levee construction, for the people inthe 
“tates immediately affected beéarthe greater 
share of the burden. ’’ 

Mr. Catchings produced a statement which 
showed something of the work done in the 
last Winter. It covered the lower levee dis- 
trictonly. From this it appeared that the 
quantity of earth put up last season was 
about ohne million six hundred thousand 
cubic yards, and there still remains unter 
contract about seven hundred thousand, 
making for the year about two million three 
hundred thousand cubic yards. This is ex- 
clusive of the work dotie by the United 
States Government, which amounted to 250,- 
000 yards more. The result has been to raise 
aiarge portion of the line in this district 
from one to two feet, gms such parts re- 
spectively three and four feet Above high 
water mark of 1891. The cost of this work 
Was, on the large contracts, about 11.3 cents 
per cubic yard.

A Ten-Story Market Street Building. 
The first ten-story buildingon Market street 
is to be erected on the south side of the street, 
between Tenth and Eleventh, where its alti- 
tudinous porportions, rising to the height 
of 160 feet, will be in strong Cotitrast with the 
old improvements of that locality. 

Plans for this new building have been pre- 
pared by John D. Paulus, A, P. Hyatt having 
designed the plan. When Ccdripléted the 
structure will have a floor space of 7,020 
square feet, coverinz an area of 602185 feet. 
The pian, semi-colonial, is some - 
what unigue for this ciass of 


street architecture, its most striking 
feature being ah arch spanning the entire 
frontage, a design which gives the main.en- 
trancea very imposing appearance, Thre 
first and second stories of the facade will bs 


carried up in red granite; while aray granite 
columns will define the principal doorway, 
on either side ot which will bé a plate-glass 
window 996X165 inches to fillin the interven- 
ing spaces. Smaller p!ate-giass windows 
will appear next above the doorway and 
show windows, and the spacé f{mmediately 
under the arch will be decorated with grille 
work in bronze. The fourth, fifth and sixth 
stories will be executed inred press brick,the 
arches and cornicés being rellevéd by orna- 
mentations in blue stone. From there up the 
front will be of yellow brick, where red brick 
trimmings will mark the square openings. 
‘Lhe interior will be built after the slow com- 
bustion pian of construction ,and with the ex- 
ception of the office départment if the first 
story, there will be no partitions on any of 
the floors.. There are to bethree elevators 
in the building, one of them large enough to 
hoist a two-llorse vehicle, the object of the 
buliding being for general storage business. 
When completed this improvement will cost

Candidates for Junicr Clerkships on the 
Rack. 


This morning an examination for the posl- 
tions of clerks and jufilor clerks Was held in 
the rooms of the United States Circult Court 
of Appeals. Eighty-four candidates pre- 
sented themselves, amone whom were ten 
women, A large number of colored mén wére 
among the applicants; Long tables were 


placed facing the bench, and printed lists of 
questions to be answered by the ap- 
plicants for positions were distributed. 
A glance down the liné of examiners dis- 
closed great differences among them, The 
majority were young, but hota few had long 
pa-sed the blocm of youth, Some were styl- 
ishly, not to say dudishiy dressed. Three or 
four wore very dilapidated garments, but by 
far the greater number wouid not have at- 
tracted attention either on account of 
the gorgeousness or the poor 
quality of their’ raiment. The manher 
in whith the pens. were handled and the 
questions consitered denoted that there was 
a wide variation of educational gradé, Some 
glanced at the papers and dashed off the 
answers ina manner that betokened, if not 
proficiency, at least a high degree of self- 
confidence. Others went at it slowly and 
gravely, carefully considering each 
question, and deliberately writing 
down the answer, being evidently desirous 
of making as good a display of penmanship 
as possible, A small minority evidentiv 
found the task a very diffiicultone. With 
wrinkled brows théy Wwouid gaze upon the 
question papers, and then plunge tnto pain- 
ful cogitation. Finally they would get to 
work with pen and ink and apparently found 
the management of _ tiiese unaccus- 
tomed implements a severer task than 
heavy manitial labor would have been. 
The perspiration poured from them in 
streams, overy nowandthena man _ could 
pe seen slowly and painfully moving his 
tingers to relieve them from writer’s craiiip, 
while long, red tongues Could nere and there 
be seen waving through the air as they tried 
to follow the motions of the unaccustomed 
pen.

What Judge Burke Thinks of the 
Two-Year-Olds. 


YO TAMBIEN HAS NO SUPERIOR AS A 
THREE-YEAR-OLD. 


Interesting Criticism From a High Au- 
thority—The Browns to Open Up the 
Home Season With the Chicagos 
Thursday — Gossip of the Ring and 
Wheel—General Sporting News. 


When quéstioned recently as to the relative 
merits of the best 2 and 3-year-olds of the 
West as compared with those of the East, 
Joseph J. Burke, America’s most noted rac. 
ing judge, who officiated at Washington 
Park this summer and who is at present pre- 
siding in his usual capacity at Saratoga,said; 
That is not an easy question to answer. 
Yet the turf world may be supplied witha 
satisfactory reply before a month rolls 
round, for judging from the good race of 
Plutus at Monmouth Park two weeks ago,and 
taking that grand-looking colt King Lee as 


‘the line to goby, I rather think that G. W. 


Johnson, the winner of the Hyde Park stake 
at Washington Park at that time, would 
hold his own with any 2-year-old which has 
yet been seen in the East. 

Hereis the way I work it out: In the Ken- 
wood Stake, five furlongs, over a heavy, 
track, as the time (1:12) shows, Plutus, 113 
pounds, beats King Lee, 121 pounds, by halfa 
length, the last named racing under the 
whip for more than a quarter of a mile. Ina 
purse race runthree days prior tothe Hyde 
Park Stake, King Lee, 123 pounds, beats Maid 
Marion, 112 pounds (who hada few days be- 
fore won in run-away style), three-quarters 
of a mile, in 1:16, notwithstanding that he 
(King Lee) had been badly kicked at the post, 
and finished with biood streaming froma 
wound thus made inthe ‘‘arm’’ of the near 
foreleg. 

Three days later, or before King Lee could 
possibly recover from the effects of his in- 
jury, he carries 121 pounds, concedes eight 
pounds toG. W. Johnson (full brother to 
Huron) and runs second to the last named in 
the Hyde Park Stake, with Maid Marion 
third,thus establishing the correctness of the 
running. Now,while the winner won in grand 
Style, King Lee’s performance in this, as in 
every race in which he has run this year, 
made him out one of the sturdiest, gamest 
colts out—and yet he has not the speed pos- 
sessed by G. W. Johnson. 

Therefore, if Plutus is a stake colt in the 
East, both King Lee and G. W. Johnson 
ny can hold their own in the 2-year-oid 

ss. 

Now we come to the 3-year-olds. It has 
been my good fortune to see Yo Tambien win 
four straight races out West, beating allthe 
best 3-year-olds in that section. Yhe Ameri- 
can Derby winner, Carisbad, was badly de- 
feated by her, proving beyond a doubt that 
if she had been entered In that race she would 
have added that rich tropby to the long list 
which has been placed to her credit. Her 
very fastest race was run Tuesday, July 19, 
when she beat that exce'lent colt Farraday 
and made a new record ata mile anda 
sixteenth—1:45le--of which the first mile was 
timed in 1:3842 and the last mile in 1:39%. 

The great jieature about Yo Tambien is her 
indomitable gameness. In every race that I 
have seen her run she has been invariably 
sent to the front and raced each of her op- 
ponents off his or her feet. Two excellent 3- 
year-olds (Wadsworth and Fertaday) have 
raced her and chased her until their owners 
bave almost given up hone of beating her. 
Having raced most of her rivals out of it, 
she shows a disposition to loafatrifie in the 
last furlong. Then her rider has only to 
draw his whip and swingit tn the air; no 
need to hither with it. With renewed vigor 
she comes away from her breathless oppo- 
nent and the race is over. 

Just hat she could doina hard finish un 
dercuch grand masters of race riding as Taral 
or GarrisonIdo not Know, but appearances 
would indicate that either of these great 
jockeys would get more out of her than could 
(through no fault of his own) her 100- pound 
rider, lhorpe. Norefiection is here made on 
Thorpe’s average ability.
